to leave within 15 days for Czechoslovakia. The 
undersigned then mentioned a conversation with his 
Czech friend in which the latter told him that he 
expected to stay inh Mexico for quite a while longer. 
SV.ESTKA denied ever having said this, pointing 

out that he was. glad to return home. The under-= 


signed made no further comments.
